1'864,  as.  returned  by  onr  exoelleniOhiefofPoUoe,  shew  the  wfaon  number  of 
arrests  to  be  3666,  yii..  2402  male  and  1164  female,  being  about  80  Ibr 
eaoh  constable  of  the  polioe  foroe.    These  oost  you,  for  the  mere  arrest  and 

Eolice  oourt  trial,  124,862,  or  about  17  esoh.  Of  the  thirty-eevea 
eadings  under  which  the  crimes  are  classified,  the  Drunk  and  DMar> 
derlies  snd  lilicit  lAquOr  Sdlingt  count  up  2216,  l^e  baUnoe  are 
mamly  under  the  three  heads  of  Vagrancy,  iareerMft  and  Anault,  and 
we  are  borne  out  by  the  best  testimony  that  tvMj  three-fburths  of  these  mi^  be 
attributed' to  the<effects,  of  liciuor,  which  makes  a  total  of  3229  dirMtly 
ehar^able  to  that  traffic,  leaving  only  337  cases  to  be  accounted  for  with- 
out hquor,  or  Im  than  one-tenth  of  the  whole.  There  were  654  indiri- 
duds  who  were  twice  or  oftener  in  the  hands  of  the  poliop,  producing  of 
themsdves  1576  arrests,  Now  deducting  tiie  numbor  of  arrests  aboye  ona 
each,  counted  on  those  who  were  taken  up  more  than  once,  showi  the  num- 
ber 2544  individuab  arrested.  These  cost  u»  for  prosecution  and  impri- 
sonment $35,352,  or  114  eaoh  in  addition  to  the  |7  each  which  they  coat 
for  arrest. 

We  now  deduct  the  proportion  shewn  above,  namely  one-tenth,  and  wtt 
have  about  2300  different  individuals,  from  which  if  we  still  take  200  for 
non-residents  Wo  have  2100  OHzen*  of  TbrontOj  or  about  1  in  every  28 
of  the  whole  population  brought  tp  j^ltoe  oorrection  by  the  licensed  Ikraor 
traffio.^^  Thus  far,  a  summary  review  of  public  crime  .for  1864,  and  wo 
would  just  mention  the  significant  fact  that  in  that  year  there  were  fewer 
arrests  by  558  than  in  1863,  when  the  licensed  drinnng  places  were  moira 
numerous.    To  shew  this  better  we  will  put  it  in  tabular  lines  thuiin-

Th«  «vid«ice  from  city  reoofda  ahowa  that  intoxicating  drink  viaibly  and 
pablicly  impoveriahea  and  degradee  4800  of  your  population.  If  the  eduos^' 
Sen  of  thSe  ihouaand  children  th»t  attend  your  achoola  be  a  good  reaaon 
for  their  aapport  surely  ihe  intmnperanoe  and  demoraliaation  of  the  thou- 
ifHkdf  that  attend  drinking  houaea  ia  a  good  reaaon  for  their  BUpF««>on- 
to  retain  botlv^^  theae  oppoaing  agencies  ia  hardly  orediUble  to  the  good 
WMtieal  oMoo  aenae  of  this  Queen  City  of  our  Weetem  Canada.  To 
•MidiaiOOO  iiryour  achoola  in  aupportiug  the  advancement  of  mtelli- 
sSaH  and  Jorala,  uid  to  Uy  out  $75,349  inourrina  the  actual  nett  loaa  of 
'ZmAjmMQ  annually  in  keeping  up  »  nowerftJ  oounteraotbg  and  in- 
Edimg  judluanoe  aeema  utteriy  Unreaaonable,  yet,  ao  it  la,  and  all  thiv  to6

The  lame  gentleman  said  at  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Oooneil,  October  23, 
1849  :_There  are  thirty-four  paridiee  in  Scotland  without  a  pilbUe  hoiae, 
and  the  ciTect  upon  the  pariahionere  i«,  that  they  have  not  a  penny  of  jpoor 
rate  in  one  of  them.  Before  I  came  to  Bdinbur^  I  lired  olght  year*  in  a 
pariah  where  there  was  no  public  houae,  and  dunng  all  that  ptriod  Inmtt  - 
taw  apermkOw  vurae  for  drink.  There  were  no  poor  ratea  in  the  nariah 
than;  bul^b Ihefe  an  five  public  houaea,  and  a  poor  rate  of  la  8d  in  the 
pound. :  Hcfool  no^  the  following  i^gniitoant  itatenient  ocouxe ;  "  It  may 
not  be  out  of  phwe  to  atato  h«re,  for  the  edification  of  our  ratepaTera.  that 
ia  the  two  neighbouring  pari8hea,~yis.,  Mertoun  on  the  one  hand,  aad 
LegenpBod  on  the  other,  not  a  penny  of  poor  rake  ia  reauirad;  and  whyt 
The  Mon  is  <{uite  obnou»-iiot  a  whiskey  shop  is  in  eittter  parish;  whil* 
Earlstoii  with  eight  such  houses,  has  in  round  numbers  £460  to  pay 
annually  in  sup^nrting  a  olass,  three  fourths  of  whom  have  direotly  or 
indireetly  been  panperiaed  through  the  liquor  tnlEe."{ 

At  a  meetingof  the  Faioohial  Board  Norember  2,  IWj  Mr.  Bhukadder, 
]&>.Lord  ProTQsl,  said :— "  As  to  the  causes  of  the  pauperisBi,  first  itBimr 
the  griaily  tlmmg  I  would  place  drunkenness.    I  urily  oelieve  tha*  otl  ww 
2700  paupers  2000  were  made  so  by  drink:  so  thai  we  are,  in  foek,  ml^ 
so  mueh  supporting  the  poor,  as  we  are  supporting  the  publio  houses."      *

■ad  li^e  will  give  you  now  another  etatement  for  which  we  ehew  you  flgurea 
and  ehallenge  rMntation,^it  ie  this:  that  all  the  money  received  fnA 
taTerp  lioeiuea,  ahop  llcenaea,  lloenae  tranifera,  finea  and  feea  of  Polioe 
oourti  flnea  for  breach  of  lioenee  lawa,  and  everr  t>ther  channel  having  the 
liquof  traffic  for  ita  aouroe ;  that  tvtry  dollar  cfit  all  put  togtthtr  unuld 
noi  pof  the  one  nn^U  ittm  of  iu  own  rxpenan,  namtly  tho  annual 
mamfMMu^  of  th$  jail  and  promua  alono,  without  aprwoner  or  mfon 
aear^takorinthom. 

It  will  be  eeen  that  we  have  charged  in  the  account,  only  three-fourtha 
of  tiMJ  Polioe  eatabludimflnl-  ezpenaea  to  the  traffic,  althogghmoatoompetaot 
ju4ge9  maintain  Uiat  we  might  fkirl^  charge  it  with  a  greater  proportion  of 
thia  ^  weU  aa  of  all  the  other  itema  of  expenditure  we  have  put  doifn 
l^lpifaiM  it.

while  ita  population  inoraaaad  by  67,000.  ita  oriminals  daoreaaed  by  18,500 
nndaf  tbe  operation  of  Sunday  oloaing  of  pnbUo  bouaaa.  OliTar  doldanUli 
theif  own  oountryman,  who  waf  no  teetotaler,  aaid :  In  all  the  towM  and  ^ 
ooontiea  I  hare  erar  aaen,  I  never  aaw  a  oitT  or  village  where  miaeriei  vere 
9^  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pnbUc-houief."
